When Citizens Were Unable 
To Raise $100,000 in Gold

T H I S narrative is a supplement to 
a preceding one, under the head­

30, IKM, and not during the Gettys­ 
burg campaign as some have been led 
to believe. 
After the battle of Get­

There were some threats of 
cavalry raids, but none of them cross­ 
ed the border like those of 1862 and 
1863. 


Military Situation on Border 


Before proceeding directly to the 
narrative as 
it concerns Chambers­ 
burg, something will be said of the 
military situation on the border at 
this time.
